Conclusion of the Majority 


of the Lorimer Committee 


TURNING POINT IN CASE 


Chairman Burrows Speaks In Defense 


of Accused Senator—Sees Nothing 


In Statement 
of Witnesses Which 


Would Justify Conclusion That Their 


Testimony as to Bribery Is True— 
Senate Court of Ninety-Two Judges 


Washington, 
Jan. 
19.—Senator 


Lorimer of Illinois was defended in the 
senate by Senator Burrows of Michi- 
gan, chairman of the committee ou 
privileges and elections, "Which had 
reported to the senate that Lorimer 
should be entitled to hold his seat Ir 
that body, notwithstanding the charg- 
es of bribery and corruption in con- 
nection with his election by the Illinois 
legislature. 


The speech was important as mark- 


Ing a turning point in this sensational 
case. 
Many senators have refrained 


from stating their position In regard 
to Lorimer because they have desired 
that Lorlmer's sid,e of the story should 
be told first. 
Burrows Is the first to 


tell it. 
tils speech is important also 


because It, must be taken to represent 
the strongest argument that can be put 
forward in favor of the junior senator 
from Illinois. 


The Burrows speech is capable of 


exact comparison with the speeches 
as-Tiinst Lorimer by ' Senators Bev- 
cridge of Indiana, Crawford of South 
Dakota and Owen of Oklahoma. 


Senator Burrows said that despite 


the confession of Charles A. White 
that he received a total of ?lflOO for 
voting for Lorimer. in accordance with 
nn agreement with Lee O'Neil Browne, 
the Democratic leader, he (Burrows) 
believed that White voted for Lorimer 
out of "pure friendship" for Browne. 
Burrows concluded his statement as 
follows: 


"There is absolutely no proof in the 


case, direct or indirect, from which 
a legitimate Inference could be drawii 
that a single member of the general 
lisscmbly was corruptly Influenced to 
. vote for Mr. Lorimer." 


Senator Burrows reviewed the wholo 


case and cited again much of the evi- 
dence which induced the committee to 
arrive at Its conclusions, because of 
"the criticism passed upon the report 


/' of the committee." After summarizing 
' the testimony of witnesses, White", 


Link, Reckemeyer and Holstlaw, Bur- 
rows declared that "it Is obvious that 
there is nothing In the statements of 
iiny one of them, or in the statements 
of all of them taken together, whicii 
would justify a conclusion that their 
testimony as to bribery is true, or 
could be relied upon in a matter of 
even minor importance." 


In introducing his speech, Burrows 


reminded the senate that it was a 
court of ninety-two judges and that, no 
'nember of that tribunal should "per- 
mit his judgment to be warped by pub- 
lic clamor, however boisterous, or pri- 
vate appeals, however potential and 
commanding." 


He then recited the 
preliminary 


co'urse of events which led up to the 
oontroversey and enumerated cases in 
the history of the senate where the 
right of a senator to a seat in the sen- 
ate had been contested. 


"The 
labors of the 
committee." 


said Burrows, "were greatly light- 
ened and the scope of the investigation 
materially curtailed by the admission 
of counsel for the prosecution that it 
was not. expected to connect Lorimer 
with any acts of bribery. 
With this 


avowal there was no evidence, sub-
